On January 4th, X95& an agent of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation visited Shtstaoe C, Hallins at his parents*^^ hCteie at 
# eS4 Spring Hill Hoad^ Staonton, Virginia* 

A». obvious reasm for the visit was the fact that 
Kullias* i^as cited tsgc the Congressional Cosmittee as a fascist and 
ISaat his name also appears as a leading fascist writer in the e<%amittee*s 
report* 

Hullins is a very intelligent pers^, one of l^e very 
few intelligent rightist extremists in the Uhited States. He is net 
subversive w* dangerous, merely anti«*Semitio. He does not brieve 
werything he writes: sometimes he engages in horrible Journalism of 
a low oalib^, at othcn* times he can write as a scholar, as witness ' 
his writings on the inteomational financiers, Hullins stands < out among 
t7«S« nationsaists because of his learning and his intelligence. * He is >. 
by no means a erac^ot or to be identified with the asscHc>ted lunatics 
in this field. t 

In his interv&ew with t^e F.B«I» agent Hullii^s posed as 
a crackpot. He affected the ^ose of a crazy extreoiist and deliberately 
did not act intelligently when he tallced with yotir boreaul agent. Wxg- he 
did this is not tooinolear. He says that he wants to give the federal 
au'&orities the j^prossion that he is not intelligent, bat Just another 
stupid fanatic. He evidently thinks that this will spare him possible 
future trouble. I do not follow his reasoning. 

One reason "^y some ]|eople think like this is that they 
believe the F.B.I, is under Jewish control, fhey fail to make a 
distinction between the F.B.I, and the other parts of the Department of 
Justice which are more or less under Jewish influence. I have nothing 
against individual Jews, in fact get along well with them. It is only 
various leftist agents tShat I have been opposed to, and occasionally the 
Anti-Defamation League. Also, manor persons are misled when they read 
articles, such as the recent one in the Anti<»Befamation Leagne bolletin 
by the assistant director of the F.B.I, , in which he gives a silly 
«idors«Bent or flattery to the Anti-Defamation League. Such things are 
politically espedioat or necessary courtesies, Hhey mean nothing. Bo^ 
iSxe F.B.I, and the Aati<*Defamation Le^ue are well aware of what each i

Hullizis lias not returned to New lorTs. in over a 
month and will remain in VHe south a while. His New Xork address is 
Apartment 19, 60 Bast 4th Street, New York 5, N.X, 

MuUins wrote Frederick C. F. Weiss a letter last 
winter* It was merely to oompllaaent Weiss on his writings and to exchange 
theories and a political philosoi^iy with him. I did not object to Mulllns* 
writing Weiss. He reported it to me. However, the letter never reaititied 
Weiss. Utaiins never wrote Weiss again^ as far as I know* Mullins sent 
his letter to Weiss* mailbox in Xorkville, ^ere the Aati«>Defamation 
League agent, Charles (J, Snith, took Mullins' letter and handed it over to 
hie bosses.. The mailbox is in a private place and Smith pays the rent on 
same. I pointed Hullins* mistake oat to him. but people like Mullins are 
so unmindful of hostile agents that they don^t even think of how to get 
letters through. H-allins* iaail in New, York rarely arrives at his apartment 
and I never write him there. 

In the January 4th, 1955 interview with the F.B.I* 
Hullins'^'was generally evasive with your agent. It was no loss to your 
bureau, however, as he has little to tell, and nothing that lai the course 
of time would not be reported by me anyway.

One oi" the most shocking- cxa'-nple.^ ot' Judicial 
tyranny .-^inco n<u)sovGlt tried to im prison :*,2 of 
his critics as **seditionists" is now takinpr place in 
Atlanta. Cleor^-ia. Five youn^ anli-Commiinists 
have \>oon arrested on n charj4'e of dynamiting- a 
Jewish syna|>-oi*-ue. The only evid'^nce aprain<l; 
them is the fact that they were arrested on July 
27 for picketing the leftwin<>: iiewspapor. the At- 
lanta Constitution & Journal. Police found anti- 
C\>mninni>t literature in their homes, and. for 
reasons we cannot understand, took this as con- 
clusive evidence that the boys had committed the 
crime. 

Po1:i-e claini Hud the bov^ m**t or yiuy ^^ aT*d 
plotted to blow up the syna<-»-o£i-ue on Oct. 12. No 
reason is advanced for the dela" of five months, 
nor are there any repovts of subsequent meetino-s 
or plotting-s. The youthful patri<iis were Indicted 
by a ^crand jury headed by Robert C. Yan Camp, 
music director of a radio station owned by the 
Atlanta newspaper which the boys were picketing. 
Thus we see the fir.st strang'e coincidence. 

T^Tore important, the bt»ys are accused of beino: 
anti-Jewish. althotiA'h we are not told what 
this implies, or how the statu*- es defme it as a 
crime. If c»pposed to the macliinations of Jewry, 
the boys have been sinp'ulai'ly oblig-ins}: in furnish- 
in.<? the national Jewish fund-raisinii- drive with 
priceless ammunition. Tn fact, Trv Kupcinet. Jew- 
ish columnist of the Clucaii-o Sun-Times, reported 
on Oct. la. 1958. that Pvabi)i Jacob Pothschild, of 
the'dynamited temple, had told the press. '*We are 
in the midst nf a fund-rnlsini>- drive for (lie tem- 
ple, and we're off with the bigg-est BAXG in our 
hist(n-\'!'' 

The Atlanta press did not report this prleeful 
exclamation oi^ Rabbi Rothschild, nor did it iden- 
tify as a nee;ro the scar-faced man wlio drove into 
an Atlanta filling- station a few hours before the 
bombinp: and asked the way to the synagcogue. Yet 
the Xorthern newspaper.*^ and radio reports iden- 
tified this man as a negro. Authorities are inak- 
ing no effort to locate him.

tip over gravestones in Jewish cemeteries; and 
paying' thugs to smash windows, smear paint, and 
dynamite Jewish meeting-places. 

Stuart took his case a^^ainst the ADL to court 
and won. These activities have been common In 
the Jewish communities of the world for centuries, 
because the Jewish group life is built around a 
niytVi of persecution. Tlte J« wi.-h It-adt^i-^. in order 
to' maintain their iron rule over their communities 
(a classic example of !Mai'xist Communism in prac- 
tice) have always depended upon terrorisiii against 
tlieir own people. The publicizing of these anti- 
Jewish acts enables the Jewish leaders to keep 
their people in a state of fear, so that they un- 
hesitatingly obey these leaders, and contribute 
large sums to them. 

\Ve have 'only to remember that the head of the 
Spanish Inquisition, Torquemada. notorious for 
his tortures of Jews, was himself a Jew, and that 
the official in charge of the Xaz-i concentration 
camps was a Jew, Eichmann, who is now living 
quietl\ in Israel. 

The damage done to the Atlanta synagogue, a 
hole in the r*^ar wall, was so slight that police 
seeking the site of the explosion could not nnd it. 
The synagog-ue. a splendid building:, shows no 
damage from th.e street. Yet Rabbi Rothschild 
immediately issued a statement that the damage 
of the building was 8200.000. Of course he did 
not mention that it was fully insured. Later esti- 
mates rang:e below SIOO.OOO. and one contractor 
said the rear wail could be replaced for S4,000, 
but this wiir not prevent Rothschild from raising 
S200,000 to pay for the damage, even though the 
insurance will pay it also. :Much of the money will 
come from gentile businessmen, who dare not re- 
fuse the demands made upon them by the Jewish 
leaders. 

Christian leaders and politicians,, froni Eisen- 
hower on down, in bemoaning the dynamiting- of 
the svnagogue. in which no one was injured, make 
no reference to the 3.000 churches destroyed in 
Germany during the Jewish vendetta aQ-ainst that 
unfortunate nation during the Second World War. 
or the 2S7 church.es and temples destroyed by a 
singde Hell Bomb 'at Hiroshima. Japan. In most 
cases, these churches in Germany and Japan were 
filled with worshippei'S. helpless women and chil- 
dren, refugees from the terror unleashed against 
them by j\nvish politicians in the Ignited States 
and England. 

The live anti-Communist youths in Atlanta may 
be railroaded to prison (they can be executed 
according to an ancient statute which was oblig- 
ingly dug: up by Jewish lawyers) or I hey may be 
released as soon as the goal of one hundred mil- 
lion dollars is reached. Already the press has 
dropped its fantastic claims of a national plot 
against the Jews, as well as the statements of FBI 
ag-ents that they were prepared to make arrests 
in a dozen other cities of important "con.spirators."

J. Edgar Hoover's recent book. "^Masters 
of Deceit," was largely written for him in the 
ADL offices in New York, for favors received.

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elusive evidence that the boys had committed the 
crime. 

Police claim that the boys met on May 5 and 
plotted to blow up the synagogue on Oct. 32. No 
reason is advanced for the delay of five months, 
nor are there any reports of subsequent meetings 
or plottings. The youthful patriots were indicted 
by a grand jury headed by Robert C. Van Camp, 
music director of a radio station owned by the 
Atlanta newspaper which the boys were picketing. 
Thus we see the first strange coincidence. 

More important, the boys are accused of being 
anti-Jewish, although we are not toid what 
this implies, or how the statutes define ii as a 
crime. If opposed to the machinations of Jewry, 
the boys have been singularly obliging in furnish- 
ing the national Jewish fund-raising drive with 
priceless ammunition. In fact, Irv Kupcinet, Jew- 
ish columnist of the Chicago Sun-Times, i-eported 
on Oct 19, 1958, that Rabbi Jacob Rothschild, of 
the dynamited temple, had told the press, "We are 
in the midst of a fund-raising drive for the tem- 
ple, and we're off with the biggest BANG in our 
history r' 

The Atlanta press did not report this gleeful 
exclamation of Rabbi Rothschild, nor did it iden- 
tify as a negro the scar-faced man who drove into 
an Atlanta filling station a few hours before the 
bombing and asked the way to the synagogue. Yet 
the Northern newspapers and radio reports iden- 
tified this man as a negro. Authorities are rfiak- 
ing no effort J:o locate him. „_____ ^ ^-____^ 
JCbus a pattern emerges. The Jewish temple is 



in the midst of a fund-raising drive "; the Atlanta 
newspaper wishes revenge against the picketers, 
and an explosion takes place which is a combina- 
tion fund-raising stunt and a circulation-building 
operation for a newspaper whose violent liberalism 
is despised by a large percentage of the com- 
munity in which it is published. 

More important, the national Jewish fund-rais- 
ing drive which annually raises one hundred mil- 
lion dollars for its myriad network of espionage 
groups, the Anti-Defamation League of B'Nai 
B'Rith and a host of lesser groups, faces a §25,- 
OOaOOO deficit this year. Contributions dropped 
15* last year, and Jewish leaders have been esti- 
mating a 25% drop this year. Recent editorials in 
the Jewish press have stressed the need to "wake 
up the Jewish community/* Now Rabbi Roths- 
child reports that the fund-raising ' drive is '*off 
with a BANG." 

Would these youths meet on May 5 to plan to 
dynamite a synagogue in October during the fund- 
raising drive? Or would the Jewish leaders import 
a scar-faced negro to dynamite a small hole in the 
rear of the building (which is heavily insured), 
so that they could have an "issue** at a crucial 
moment in their campaign ? 

Lyle Stuart, a Jew whose real name is Simon- 
son, and who publishes a newspaper called the 
Independent (formerly Expose) , at 225 Lafayette 
St., New York City, wrote a series of articles a 
few years ago exposing the fact that the Anti- 
Defamation League financed many of the so-called 
"anti-Jewish" figures in the United States. He 
printed documented stories and affidavits that 
those speaking or writing against Jewish subver- 
sion were receiving money from the ADL, either

^n^von^niese activities have "been common in 
the Jewish communities of the world for centuries, 
because the Jewish group life is built around a • 
myth of persecution. The Jewish leaders, in order 
to maintain their iron rule over their communities 
(a classic example of Marxist Conimunism in prac- 
tice) have always depended upon terrorism against 
their own people. The publicizing of these anti- 
Jewish acts enables the Jewish leaders to keep 
their people in a state of fear, so that they un- 
hesitatingly obey these leaders, and contribute 
large sums to them. 

We have only to remember that the head of the 
Spanish Inquisition, Torquemada, notorious for 
his tortures of Jews, was himself a Jew, and that 
the official in charge of the Nazi concentration 
camps was a Jew, Eichmann, who is now living 
quietly in Israel. 

The damage done to the Atlanta synagogue, a 
hole in the rear wall, was so slight that police 
seeking the site of the explosion could not find it. 
The synagogue, a splendid building, shows no 
damage from the street. Yet Rabbi Rothschild 
immediately issued a statement that the damage 
of the building was $200,000. Of course he did 
not mention that it was fully insured. Later esti- 
mates range below $100,000, and one contractor 
said, the rear wall could be replaced for $4,000, 
but this will not prevent Rothschild from raising 
$200,000 to pay for the damage, even though the 
insurance will pay it also. Much of the money will 
come from gentile businessmen, who dare not re- 
fuse the demands made upon them by th e Jewish _ 



leaders^ 

^ 'Chii-sttan -leaders iviKVpolitieianB, from Eisen-. 
hower on down, in bemoaning the dynamiting of 
the synagogue, in which no one was irdured, make 
no reference to the 3,000 churches destroyed in 
Germany during the Jewish vendetta against that 
unfortunate nation during the Second World War, 
or the 287 churches and temples destroyed by a 
single Hell Bomb at Hiroshima, Japan. In most 
cases, these churches in Germany and Japan were 
filled with worshippers, helpless women and chil- 
dren, refugees from tlie terror unleashed against 
them by Jewish politicians in the United States 
and England. 

The five anti-Communist youths in Atlanta may 
be railroaded to prison (they can be executed 
acc<nxling to an ancient statute which was oblig- 
ingly dug up by Jewish lawyers) or they may be 
released as soon as the goal of one hundred mil- 
lion dollars is reached. Already the press has 
dropped its fantastic claims of a national plot 
against the Jews, as well as the statements of FBI 
agents that they were prepared to make arrests 
in a dozen other cities of important "conspirators.'' 

Few Americans know about the agreement made 
by the Anti-Defamation League and the FBI in 
1938, in which they agreed to have access to each 
other's files; or that FBI agents, when reporting 
on an investigation which involves Jewish inter- 
ests, send a carbon copy of their report to the ADL 
headquarters in New York, for which they receive 
$100, a sum which is not reported on their income 
tax.
